(THE  OLD  VERSION) 

Introduction 


The  daily  prayers  are  seven  and  to 
be  said  at  seven  times  a  day.  For  the 
convenience  of  working  laymen,  these  are 
devided  into  two  sets,  and  so  arranged 
that  the  one  may  be  said  in  the  early 
morning  and  the  other  at  sun  set. 
Accordingly  three  prayers  are  said  in 
the  evening  and  four  in  the  morning. 
The  day  is  reckoned  from  evening  to 
evening,  Hence  we  start  with  the  even. 
In  the  evening,  those  prayers  of  the 

Ninth  hour  of  the  Evening  and  Vespers 


are  said.  The  compline  for  the  time 
retirement  is  also  said  at  the  close 
Vespers,  for  the  sake  of  practical 
venience. 

In  the  morning,  on  rising  from 
bed,  after  washing  the  eyes  and  f 
and  rinsing  the  mouth,  the  prayers 
the  midnight,  the  morning,  the  t' 
hour  and  the  noon  are  said,  at  ( 
stretch. 

The  prayers  in  the  evening  set 
well  as  in  the  morning  begin  with 
the  name  of  the  Father  and  etc.”  If  < 
were  to  say  the  seven  prayers  at  se1 

separate  hours  as  appointed,  each  ti 
one  has  to  begin  with  “In  the  name 

the  Father  and  etc”,  and  end  with 
Creed.  But  with  laymen  this  is  not  e 
nor  usual.  When  these  prayers  are  ; 
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n  two  sets  at  two  times  only,  the  separ- 
i  ite  sets  begin  and  end  as  indicated  ab- 
>ve  but  each  successive  prayer  in  each 
et,  after  the  beginning  starts  with  only 

1  Trisagion  and  Kauma,  and  end  with 
he  same.  The  Creed  is  said  only  at 
he  close  of  each  set. 

All  the  seven  prayers  begin  with  a 
iCauma  and  end  with  the  same,  as  indi¬ 
cted,  and  the  “Hail  Mary"  is  said  at 
he  end  of  the  closing  Kauma  of  each 
lour,  in  the  set.  The  ‘Hail  Mary"  is  not 
i  part  of  the  Kauma  as  a  rule,  but  only 
.1  petition  usually  said  at  the  close  of 
prayers. 

There  is  the  usual  Kauma  as  well  as 
the  Kauma  of  Cherubic  exaltation. 
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There  is  also  the  Kauma  of  the  Ang< 
Adoration  coming  at  the  close  of 
Mid-night  prayer.  The  Mid-night  p

1  the  Cherubic  Kauma  while  saying 
Blessed  is  the  Lord’s  honour  and  etc% 
s  well  as  when  one  says  in  the  Creed 
Descended  from  heaven”  (Thrice)  till 

While 
a  group  prayer,  one  who  says  the  Creed 
n  behalf  of  the  rest  does  not  prostrate 
uring  the  same,  while  all  the  rest  do  so. 

On  certain  days  prostrations  are  not 
)  be  made.  Sundays,  Major  Feasts  of 
le  church,  the  fifty  days  after  Easter 
nd  the  days  on  which  one  received 
loly  Communion  are  the  days  exempted 
rom  usual  prostrations.  On  these  days 
i  the  place  of  prostration,  one  only 
lakes  the  sign  of  the  cross  and  bows  the 
aead. 
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Prayer  is  said,  as  a  rule,  facing  Eas 
standing  and  foliding  hands  on  the  ches 
In  the  case  of  one  travelling  in  a  locomc 
f  ive,  where  this  rule  cannot  possibly  t 
kept,  one  may  remain  in  one's  ownplac 
and  say  the  prayers.  If  such  a  one  is  tre 
veiling  with  strangers  and  people  c 
different  faiths  one  may  say  these  can 
onical  prayers  silently  to  oneself  makin 
the  sign  of  the  Cross  (without  fail)  N 
one  is  to  miss  one’s  prayers  under  th 
excuse  of  travelling.  One  may  easil 
learn  by  heart  these  brief  prayers  an 
say  them  in  time  wherever  one  is  if  on 
cares  to  do  so.  This  book  begins  with  th 
paryer  of  the  Ninth,  hour  which  practi 
cally  is  said  as  the  prelude  of  the  Even 
ing  set  of  prayers.
